In a re- 
cent interview, Capt. Mills kindly 
gave The Bulletin some interesting 
information as to the seasons at 
Simpson and the opening and elos- 
ing of navigation on the Macken- 
zie waterway that is of interest 
and value. 

Early Opening of Mackenzie. 

Simpson is at the junction of the 

Liard (coming from the south 
west) with the Mackenzie, which 
there has a northeasterly course. 
The Mackenzie is much the larger 
stream, but the Liard is subject to 
great freshets during which its 
volume is nearly as large as that 
of the Mackenzie. The soutn 
branch of the Liard rises in Dease 
lake, within 150 miles of the Paci- 
|fic. The Stikine, which enters 
| the Pacific, passes within 60 miles 
}of the south source of the Liard, 
and the height of land between 1s 
negligible. The Liard therefore 
opens, rises and falls in conformity 
| with the temperature and rainfall 
lon the North Pacifie coast rather} 
j; than with that of the Mackenzie, 
}or the country to the east. The 
| spring freshet of warm water coin 
ing down the Liard breaks the 
Mackenzie open at Simpson and 
from Simpson northward much 
earlier than the Mackenzie opens 
|above Simpson and still earlier 
than Great Slave Lake. The Liard | 
opens the Mackenzie at Simpson) 
from May 4th to May 20th, aver-| 
aging from May 10th to 15th and 
the Mackenzie is opened from 
Simpson to the Arctic as quickly| 
as the ice can be disrupted by the 
| deluge from the Liard. 
| Late Opening of Great Slave Lake. | 
| Almost dead water continues in| 
the Mackenzie after it leaves Great 
| Slave lake until it reaches a point 
| below Providence, known as the 
“Head of the Line,’’ where the 
| swifter current begins, about 100| 
| miles above Simpson. From the 
“Head of the Line’’ to Simpson 
the river opens from May 26th to 
June Sth, two and a half or three 
weeks later than at Simpson. The| 
difference in date of opening of 
the river above and below Simp- 
son shows how streng the influ- 
}ence of the Liard is and indicates 
}an influence on the climate gen- 
| erally. Great Slave lake does not 
open until June 16th to July 2nd 
or six weeks later than the Mae- 
kenzie at and below Simpson,

Winter at Simpson. 
The ground freezes in the lat- | 
ter part of Oetober. Snow _ is 
|generally somewhat deeper than 
at Edmonton. The country is en 
tirely wooded, so all the snow 
that falls remains. Possibly the 
actual fall is no greater than at 
Edmonton. Outside work is car- 
ried on all winter, but in Janu-| 
lary the cold is generally very 
{severe and continuous, so much so 
that. the Indians hunt very little 
in that month. On one occasion, 
January averaged. 31.5. below 
‘zero, and on three oceasions dur- 
ing that month the thermometer 
went down 64 below. This, 
however, was exceptional, In or-| 
dinary, winters the thermometer | 


to 


seldom goes below 40. Capt. | 
Mills has noted that a severe 
winter at Edmonton does not 


mean like severity at Simpson. 
And also, a winter that may be 
mild at Edmonton may be severe 
at Simpson, Evidently the eli- 
mate in the two localities is not 
governed by the same influences, 
Going Up The Liard. 

Capt. Mills arrived at Fort Nel- 
son, on the Nelson river, with the 
steamer Liard River on July 16th, 
1919-—the first steamer to sue- 
cessfully navigate the Nelson to 
that point. Te had brought the 
steamer across Slave lake from 
Fort Smith, where she had been 
built during the previous winter, 


The Liard was very high and 
nearly two miles wide in the 
lower part of its course, Rapids 


thirty miles above Simpson gave 
some trouble and had to be lined 
up. Two other rapids below Fort 
Liard also gave some trouble. 
Fort Liard, .about 150 miles 
above Simpson, was reached on 
July 10th. Liard post is at the 
junction of the Black river, a 
large stream coming from the 
east, and about 150 miles above 
Simpson The Nahanni moun- 
tains, an outlying range of the!

Alaska 
seal, a great staple fur during 
many yeara has been practically 
off the market for some years, 
owing, first, to depletion of the 
seal herds and then to the policy 
of conservation now being follow- 
ed by the United States govern- 
ment. Persian lamb, another stap'e, 
has been put off the market by 
the war conditions prevailing in 
the countries of its production— 
Southeastern Russia, Turkey in 
Asia and Persia. Belgian hare, 
which before the war appeared 
largely as ‘‘electric e¢al,’’ is also 
off the market as a result of food 
shortage in Belgium and adjoin- 
ing war stricken territory 

The gap left in the regular de-! 
mand by the disappearance of 
these three great staples is being 
filled by other and cheaper furs 
dreased to imitate seal, with the re- 
sult that these formerly cheap 
furs have become dear while eer- 
tain of the fine fars—following 
the fads of faney—have become 
almost priceless Still other high 
class furs, not having struck the 
fancy of the moment have not 
achieved euch fabulous prices.
